Groupon latest financial results raise new 
questions about the daily deals company’s 
business model and whether CEO Andrew 
Mason is the right person to fix it. 

The company missed second-quarter rev- 
enue expectations Monday for the second 
time in three quarters as a public company 
The next day Groupon’s shares slumped 
27 percent to a record closing low and are 
down more than 70 percent since the compa- 
ny went public in November at $20 per share. 

Now, analysts say investors’ patience 
is wearing thin as Mason strives to turn 
around the company’s international busi- 
ness and sustain North American growth. 

The 31-year-old music graduate often has 
drawn criticism for his quirky antics in Grou- 
pon’s early days, from downing a beer during 


staff meetings to insisting on unusual ac- 
counting methods. 

“Investors may be beginning to question 
management credibility,” Scott Devitt, an 
analyst at Morgan Stanley, said. 

“This management team doesn’t yet have 
an execution track record,” Citi Research 
analyst Mark Mahaney said Tuesday “In the 
meantime, the core daily deal business is 
sharply slowing.” 

With httle previous experience running 
companies. Mason oversees a business with 
more than 10,000 employees and operations 
in 48 countries. 

He has tried to avoid conforming to Wall 
Street’s typical view of a CEO, but his quirky 
approach may have raised concerns, accord- 
ing to some analysts. 

While Groupon still was a private com- 


pany Mason was photographed with cats on 
his head and the CEO reportedly brought a 
pony to the company’s Chicago headquar- 
ters ahead of a meeting with New York May- 
or Mike Bloomberg. 

During the lead-up to Groupon’s troubled 
initial price offering. Mason wrote a rally- 
ing memo to employees that disclosed new 
financial details, catching the eye of regula- 
tors. 

In April, Mason told employees in a web- 
cast town-hall meeting that Groupon need- 
ed to grow up. 

“He is young, has never run a company be- 
fore, has been eccentric and has not inspired 
any confidence,” said Sameet Sinha, an ana- 
lyst at B. Riley & Co. 

“I would think shareholder grumbling is 
increasing.”

He or she will be able to bring along 
up to 13 friends to watch the game in 
a suite with a “mystery” former Cubs 
player. Each guest will receive an auto- 
graphed baseball. 

The buyer also will get a full Cubs uni- 
form customized with his or her name 
and a photo of his or her name on the 
Wrigley Field marquee. To top it off, the 
buyer will get the opportunity to answer 
post-game questions posed by fake re- 
porters. 

The deal is part of Groupon’s series 
called “Epic Deals.”

Throw an urban backyard bash— 
with or without the backyard

Come summer, city dwellers who otherwise turn their noses up at 
suburban living tend to develop a syndrome known as Little Apartment 
Complex, characterized by envy of friends who throw fabulous parties 
in their big backyards with fire pits and pools. But with Labor Day stiU 
a couple weeks away, you have time to take advantage of the chance to 
entertain in the city Even if you have only a small outdoor space such 
as a front stoop or balcony you’re upping your square footage. And 
with space-saving tips and ideas we gathered from expert party plan- 
ners and hosts, you won’t even miss the backyard.

Keep it simple. When it’s hot outside and guests are showing up in 
shorts and tank tops, don’t waste time (and kitchen space) on fancy hors 
d’oeuvres and composed entrees. Anthony Navarro, owner of Chicago- 
based Liven it Up Events, suggests keeping it casuai with one or two crowd- 
pleasing main dishes, such as grilled chicken and beef, turkey and veggie 
burgers prepared plain. Then let your creativity shine with condiments-was- 
abi mayo, mango salsa, artichoke-cheddar spread and other specialty items- 
so guests can doctor up their food to their liking. 

If you can’t take the heat, get out of the kitchen. Don’t even think about turning 
on the oven in an already stuffy space. Serve make-ahead snacks (pita chips and 
hummus, chips and salsa or guac) and sides (pasta salad, grilled veggies) at room 
temperature, and fire up the grill only for your main course. Avoid raw foods (sushi), 
as well as those that will spoil quickly in the heat (anything made with mayo). 
Embrace the “small” theme. Not only can you serve more people at a time by grill- 
ing sliders rather than half-pound burgers on your little Weber Q, but you’ll be doing 
guests a favor. “When it’s hot outside, you don’t want to serve anything too hearty 
or carb-loaded that will fill people up.” Navarro said. When he’s hosting a party at his 
own place, the professional planner prefers one-bite appetizers such as sliced cu- 
cumbers filled with chicken salad or a specialty spread, vegetable skewers, and-for 
a take on caprese salad-skewers of cherry tomatoes, mozzarella and basil.

Waiting on a dream 


13,000 immigrants 
line up at Navy Pier 
to gain legal status

The hosts of Dream Relief Day at Navy Pier 
on Wednesday expected a big turnout of peo- 
ple looDng to take advantage of a new federal 
reprieve for students and young adults in the 
country illegally 

But they were overwhelmed by the size of 
the crowd that showed up. 

Thousands of people filled the pier’s board- 
walk and stretched out in a line along Illinois 
Street that turned onto the lakefront bike bath 
and continued all the way to Wacker Drive. 
Some were dressed in ties and business attire 
for the big day 

They came from far-flung suburbs, with 
some traveling from Wisconsin. 

All came for the chance to get advice from 
attorneys and immigration experts and to fill 
out applications for a new Obama administra-

It was among the largest of several Dream 
Relief Day events around the country and 
turned into a combination legal seminar and 
political rally for those who support changes in 
immigration law 

“This is what history looks like!” U.S. Sen. 
Dick Durbin (D-Ill.) told the cheering crowd. 
He was one of several politicians who attended.

Those at the end of the line were told that 
more workshops are planned. But there was 
nonetheless anger and frustration among 
those who had to wait without getting help, 
evidence of the sense of urgency many feel to 
emerge from lives spent hiding their illegal im- 
migration status. 

“It was chaotic and not organized,” Chris- 
tian Villalovos, 20, a Northern Illinois Univer- 
sity sophomore, said after she and a group of 
friends from Albany Park waited in line for an 
hour without accomplishing anything. 

President Obama has described the pro- 
gram, officially known as Deferred Action for 
Childhood Arrivals, as a “stopgap measure” in 
the absence of successful DREAM Act legisla- 
tion that would provide conditional legal sta- 
tus to students and U.S. mflitary personnel.

cessful efforts to persuade Congress 
to pass the DREAM Act, which 
would grant conditional permanent 
legal residency to students and U.S. 
mihtary personnel. 

“It’s a first step, a temporary solu- 
tion,” Benito said. “But we’re going 
to continue to organize for families, 
for parents and for comprehensive 
immigration reform.”

A hypersonic aircraft launched by the Air Force on Tuesday 
spiraled out of control and was destroyed before it could 
reach its goal of speeding to 4,600 mph, Pentagon officials 
said Wednesday 

The third test of the X-51A Waverider was launched 
Tuesday off the California coast from a B-52 modified 
bomber aircraft and was to fly for 300 seconds, reaching 
hypersonic speeds of Mach 6, but only flew for 16 seconds, 
according to the Air Force. 

Officials said a problem with a tail fin caused the missile- 
like vehicle to fly out of control before the main engine 
could be ignited, leading researchers to destroy it early 

‘A fault was identified with one of the cruiser control 
fins. Once the X-51 separated from the rocket booster, 
approximately 15 seconds later, the cruiser was not able to 
maintain control due to the faulty control fin and was lost,” 
a statement issued by the Air Force read. 


It’s unclear what, if any, information was gleaned from 
the test. According to the statement, “Program officials 
will now begin the process of working through a rigorous 
evaluation to determine the exact cause of all factors at 
play” 

The Air Force plans to go public with details of the failed 
test in a few weeks, after researchers are able to analyze the 
data from the flight. 

“It is unfortunate that a problem with this subsystem 
caused a termination before we could light the Scramjet 
engine,” said Charlie Brink, X-51A Program Manager for 
Air Force Research Laboratory ‘All our data showed we had 
created the right conditions for engine ignition and we were 
very hopeful to meet our test objectives.” 

The Air Force had four l£-|iA Wayeride® and has tested 
three. Officials said they do not yet know when or if the 
fourth Waverider will be tested.

LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga. Cubs fans could be 
forgiven if they saw the box score from the 
Gwinnett Braves-Pawtucket Red Sox game 
June 12 and did a double take.

Perhaps only someone like Anthony Rizzo 
understands what it’s like to be Pie, a former 
Cubs savior du jour. 

Five years ago, Pie wore the “crown” cur- 
rently sitting atop Rizzo’s noggin as the Can’t 
Miss Kid. Instead of being the wily old vet- 
eran as part of the latest Cubs rebuilding ef- 
fort, he’s trying to fight his way back to the 
big leagues. 

“It’s very tough [having those expectations] 
but you can learn,” Pie said. “%u can learn 
and you can’t have that [label] affect you or 
your career.” 


Pie, like Rizzo this year, arrived at Wrigley 
amid a tornado of hype in 2007. In his first 
game with the Cubs, he laced a double off 
Cubs legend Greg Maddux, then pitching for 
San Diego. There was no reason to believe his 
story wasn’t destined to end in championship 
parades. 

One problem: Pie, like Kevin Orie, Corey 
Patterson, and countless others before him, 
missed. 

“Everything happened for a reason,” he 
said, shrugging. 

It’s been a long, winding, and somewhat 
humbhng road for Pie since leaving Chicago. 

He was traded by the Cubs to Baltimore 
following the 2008 season, where he stuck 
around the majors for only one full season, in 
2009. 

After the Orioles decided not to re-sign 
him, he went to Spring Training with Cleve- 
land, where he was released after failing to 
earn a bench spot. 

A strong early-season showing with the in- 
dependent Camden RiverSharks earned Pie 
another chance in the form of a minor league 
deal with Atlanta. 

Pie said he keeps in touch with current 
Cubs including Starlin Castro, Carlos Marmol 
and Alfonso Soriano. Castro in particular. Pie 
said, has big things ahead of him if he can stay 
on track. 

“He’s proven everything he can do,” Pie 
said. “This kid is special. 1 think he’s a great 
kid and he puts everything together. He’s 
quick enough, so that’s good.” 

The Braves don’t return to Wrigley this sea- 
son, so if Pie does get called up, he won’t have 
to worry about coming back to the Friendly 
Confines just yet. When asked if he’s thought 
about it, however, one gets the feeling it’s 
crossed his mind. 

“That’s the question I get asked, but only 
God knows what’s going to happen,” he said, 
laughing.

Use the help 

,'Yt SuiiLu puLiLt iti tliu uvifiiiiij;, jtjuU iuc' a iculii. jY ciiu'itauliud 
young gent wandering table-to-table, chatting and opening 
bottles, occasionally with a saber. His name is Jason Wagner 
and he’s there to help. Unlike the stereotypical sommelier who 
you may be too intimidated to call over to your table, Wagner is 
Itands-on in a way that makes you feel like you’re chatting with 
,m old college pal. He’ll ask what you like to drink, maybe what 
you’re planning to eat and make a few suggestions. When chat- 
ring with me and my friend, he didn’t work the hard sell. We 
ilidn’t look like high rollers, and he didn’t try to push expensive 
Ijottles. Instead, he pointed to a few options that he was par- 
ticularly jazzed about under $50. When we hesitated to pull the 
trigger, he simply said he’d have a bottle ready if we chose to go 
that way later in the evening. We did. 

Bring a friend who can toss around adjectives 

While Wagner is there to help regardless of your wine knowl- 
edge, it doesn’t hurt to have someone in the group that can 
'peak the same language— or at least fake it. My descriptions 




of vino border on toddler speak, but my friend’s vocabulary 
was a bit more impressive. A chardonnay? Typically too buttery 
for her taste. But a chablis would take care of that? Well, by 
all means, we’U try it. Pro tip: Try not to giggle as your more- 
cultured friend swirls and sips to approve the selection. 

Think bottles 

Wine by the glass is a great way to taste a vintage you might 
otherwise not be able to afford, but with glasses ranging any- 
where from $9 to $34, spHtting a bottle can be cheaper with a 
group. Take a deep breath when you see $1,500 magnum bottles 
of champagne on the menu. Keep looking. Ask Wagner for a 
bottle within your budget— say less than $50. There are plenty 
of French, Spanish and Italian sparkhng wine options for $45, 
S40, even $30. Still too much? There’s a 40-ounce bottle of 
Miller High Life on the menu for Sio. Order with confidence. 

Don’t be afraid to go small 

Every bite I tried was outstanding, but the small, light plates are 
meant to enhance the drinks, not completely fill you up. Better 
to eat dinner beforehand and snack while you sip, or grab some- 
thing more substantial post-party Small groups will have a good 
time sharing the plateau de mer (S36) which features a spread of 
six oysters, two lobster deviled eggs and two shareable servings 


of salmon tartare along with rock shrimp ceviche and other 
treats. “Tasting portions” of dishes such as the oeuf de caille 
ravioli (quail egg ravioli with chanterelles, $3 for two) — savory 
pillows stuffed with salty, creamy egg offset by the tangy mush- 
rooms— are fairly priced for their size, but it’d take multiple 
orders to make a meal. Other options include cheese plates (S18 
for three cheeses) and dessert spreads including house-made 
marshmallows and macarons (S9 for 6). The food’s worth try- 
ing, don’t get me wrong, but you won’t be looked down on for 
not building a full spread. 

Know what you’re getting Into 

The atmosphere and staff are welcoming, but don’t get too com- 
fortable. This is still a champagne salon in the West Loop, and 
if you’re not careful, the check at the end of the night could hit 
you pretty hard. Make sure your friends have a game plan going 
in about spfitting the bill and whether you’ll be sharing bottles or 
just sticking to champagne cocktails and macarons before head- 
ing elsewhere. Wme bars are a dangerous place for big groups 
who have already had a round or two, so you might want to leave 
that friend— you knoty the one who’s prone to tipsily ordering 
another bottle and then disappearing when the bill comes— at 
home.

Popular witbiers blend spice and citrus

We confess. We like Blue Moon Belgian 
White. 

“Big deal,” you’re probably thinking, “so 
do I.” But for beer aficionados it simply 
isn’t cool to like Blue Moon because the 
Belgian-style witbier is produced by a sub- 
sidiary of brewing behemoth MillerCoors. 

Yet few can deny that Blue Moon is actu- 
ally pretty good and undeniably refreshing. 
That’s how Blue Moon, a cloudy, medium- 
bodied beer with bright orange and corian- 
der notes came to be the lone Belgian-style 
beer on trade magazine Beer Marketer’s 
Insights Ust of the 20 best-seUing beers in 
America. Actually that’s far too specific. It 
is the lone ale on the list, the sole wheat beer 
and one of only a handful of non-light beers. 

In addition to its taste. Blue Moon’s 
popularity can be explained by MillerCo- 
ors’ savvy marketers who discovered that 
serving the beer with an orange slice would 
catch people’s eyes. The oranges were more 
of a visual trick than a flavorful one because 
the fruit overwhelms the beer’s subtleties. 

But the beer’s popularity also is because 
it is a mass-produced version of a style that 


almost anyone who tries it likes. 

“There’s so much going on with wit- 
biers,” says Rob Tod, founder of Allagash 
Brewing Co., which has produced its wit- 
bier, Allagash White, since 1995. “They 
have a unique taste, yet they’re extremely 
refreshing.” 

Though Blue Moon serves as an entry 
point to witbiers, there are a slew of ex- 
cellent versions on the style from around 
the world. Take Japan’s Hitachino Nest 
White Ale, which is brewed with nutmeg, 
orange peel and coriander. No one spice 
stands out, yet the melange of flavors is 
stupefying. Similarly Unibroue’s Blanche 
de Chambly from Canada has a crisp, pep- 
pery and spicy note that melds with the 
more traditional coriander and orange peel 
flavors. 

The goal of a good witbier. Tod says, is 
balance. No one note should stand out. 
“Even 17 years after I first brewed (White} 
I’m still picking out nuances to it,” he says. 
‘And I’m trying it with new foods that 
bring out certain characteristics in the 
beer. And so it stays interesting and in- 
triguing. It never gets old.”

Chester Bennington says this year’s Honda 
Civic Tour— which teams up his band, Linkin 
Park, with the other main modern rock band 
from the Aughts, Incubus— is special. 

“I’m very appreciative to the people on the 
Civic tour for having the vision to kind of un- 
derstand that this is something that is rare and 
is something that people are going to be excit- 
ed to go see,” the Linkin Park lead singer said. 
“Ton know you never get to go see Bon Jovi and 
KISS at the same time.” 

So true. Two headliners, especially two from 
the same genre, rarely get together for lengthy 
tours because big bands’ schedules rarely line 
up, and they usually can make more money 
on their own. However, this summer, the stars 
have aligned for Linkin Park and Incubus.

think it gives our fans something that they’ve 
wanted for a long time, which is to see Incubus 
and go see Linkin Park, because I think they’ve 
had to choose a lot of times on which band 
they’re going to go see because we’ve both 
been on tour.” 

The timing worked out because Linkin Park 
is using the Honda Civic Tour as the rollout 
for its new “Living Things” album. Incubus 
has tacked the tour onto the promotion of last 
year’s “If Not Now, When?” album, its final 
shows before the band goes on hiatus. 

Bennington said he hopes the bands will in- 
spire each other on the tour. 

“I’ve always appreciated Incubus for their 
music, and they’re also very good live,” he said. 
“I’ve had the chance to pop over and watch 
them play a couple songs onstage here and 
there at some festivals throughout our career, 
and they’re a great live band, so I think the 
energy is going to be really amazing out in the 
crowd.
